Data Services Object Types 
e Projects — similar to folders, for organizing repositories 





e Jobs — executable processes 

e Workflows — control operations such as sub-jobs 

e Data flows — where the ETL happens 

¢ Scripts — code embedded in other objects 

e Datastores — usually a database, either a source or a target 


e File Formats — flat files, XML schemas, and Excel spreadsheets 


In Data Services, all entities you add, define, modify, or work with are objects. 


Some of the most frequently used objects are: 
e Projects 

e Jobs 

e Workflows 

e Data flows 

e Transforms 

e Scripts

All objects have options, properties, and classes. Each can be modified to change the 
behavior of the object. 


Options control the object. For example, to set up a connection to a database, the database 
name is an option for the connection. 
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
